DESTROYERS AND CRUISERS. 
. Members of the house have attempted to justify 
the refusal to appropriate for light cruisers by 
pointing to the existing American strength in 
light auxiliary craft. The United States has almos* 
as many destroyers ag Great Britain and Japan 
together. If our tonnage of destroyers, 329,000, is 
added to our cruiser tonnage, 125,000, a total not 
very different from the British tota’ for these two 
items is obtained. The British, with 194,000 tons 
of destroyers and 332,000 tons of light cruisers, 


show a total of 626,000 to our 454,000. , 
The argument assumes that destroyers and 
cruisers are about equally useful and can be em- 
ployed for the same purposes. This is far from 
the truth. A flotilla of destroyers protectéd by 2 
cruiser is the equal of a flotilla of iéstroyers twice 
as large. The cruiser will outrange any destroyer 
and sink it before it can do damage. Without 
cruiser protection the destroyer’s usefulness is 
greatly limited. 

The matter does not end there. The life of a 
t| destroyer is estimated at twelve years. Most of 
our destroyers were built during the war emer- 
gency. They were hastily constructed to meet the 
needs of the moment. Quantity rather than qual- 
ity was the first consideration. Accordingly, it is 
not to be expected that these ships will have even 
as long a life as is ordinarily to be expected. 
Many of them are out of commission and are 
therefore deteriorating more rapidly than they 
otherwise might; but grant the full twelve years 
and by 1931 only 168 of them will still be of any 
account. We have not built destroyers since the 
war, Naval experts say that by 1934 our entire 
destroyer flotilla will be obsolete, and there will | 
be nothing to take its place. ; 
Meanwhile, the British, who possess forty light 
cruisers already, have eleven more under construc- 
tion and have appropriated for three more. We 
have only ten of them, have two under construc- 
tion and have appropriated for only three more. 
In other words, the British auxiliaries are a better
